Tke Government and its 

Policy- 

Tho i)ooj>lo had i)i'oin)unL'()(l in fnvov of 
the central bnartling school plnn, iia tho 
Losl lufiaua of phiciiiff cdutMition within 
tho i'ei\uh of tho intorior aottlunients; aiul 
tlie Exocutiva resolved to submit it to tho 
,f^8t of. practical experiment. Where shall 
tho "oxpo'rimental boarding school be lo- 
CRtod? Tho Suijoi-intoiidout of Ediifatioji, 
ftfter mating a tour of inspection and 
careful ouquiry, said LMnpluitieally. Lot it 
, 1)0 at Kuniloops. 'Llio Provincial Seoru- 

,^ • taty 8out uu oilioiul lettor to tho Uom-d 
of Education aayinc. At Knmloops it 
shall be. A short wuile afterwards the 
Board of Education wove surprised to 
ceived ii coinuinnication froiu tho Provip- 
cial S(;L'rctary, asliin;^ that body t<) ilocido 
Lotvcon Kaniloops and Caoho Creek as a 
m^^i for tlie boarding sfhool. Bot- 
tliugtlieir aiiriu'iso. theBoard uniiniinaiisl'/ 
dooidod in fa^br of Kamloops, Last veok 

. .the Board ofEdnoation reoeired n com- 
munioatioa from the Provincial Secretary, 
statinqr thiit the G-overnmont had dntcr- 
minod to erect the boardiuR scliool at 
CaciiG Creek, and asking tho Board to in- 
dicate the preoiso spot on ■which it should 
1)0 built. The Board unanlmouslt/ adopt- 
ed a rosolution Rxpressivo of surpriaonnd 
indignation at the conduct of tho Govern- 
ment, and por-emptorilly refusing to 
have anything whatever to do with it. 
Sucli is a brief sketcli of the history of 
tkis moveniont, from it.s incoptiou down 
to tho present time. Of onurso, -n-o can 
do no more than gubss at tho motives 
trhioh Lavo actuated tho Government in 
adopting a policy at once so undignified 
and BO subversive of the educational iu- 
taroBts of tho interior. Yet, with the aid of 
Dame liiuuor, wo may be enabled to make 
a very shrewd guess. That it was ori- 
ginally intondod to repay the subserviency 
of Mr. Semlin by giving bim a seat in tho 
Cabmet is no mora guessing, Wo are 

' not li^^^owever, that it 'would sot be 
mora correct to put the seat as the cause, 
Bubsorviency being tho (^/Tc'/. Bu that as 
it may, it iH qiiito certain that tlio current 
of popular iadignation ran so strongly 
against tho sixth Minister game, that tho 
Erccutivo hositated, and finally concluded 
that it would bo imprudent to play it out. 
It was in those circumstaucos that, as a 
Bop to a disappointed supporter, Ihe Uot- 
ertimniit prumiscd that tin' boarding/ 
tchool icould lie built on tlia eorner of hix 
ranch! What, though tho location 
should be geographically and physi- 
cally uiifavorabio to tho success of 
the important experiment ? What 
if the building material must bo 
brought all tho way from Kamloops, at 
enormou.'i ovpensoV Wliat though the re- 
commendation of tlio Sui)i;<rinton<loiit and 
tho unanimous decifiion of tho Hoard are 
set aside and insultingly trani])lod upon? 
All these are small considerations when 
set oS against the profound and dcliciou.s 
subserviency of a member. That must 
be rewarded, even if the boarding school, 
tho whole educational syslom, for tho 
matter of that, shoidd sink ! The 
reader iicod have little hesitation in ac- 
cepting the above as a fair and truthful 
Tiew of tho case. Nor would the policy 
of the present Administration appear to 
stop here. It may be called a policy of 
rewards and punishment. If subservien- 
cy is to be rewarded, why not imnibli in- 
dependence? And if independence is to 
be punished, how nuicli nini-o opposition! 
That it is the distinct policy of tlie iiresont 
Administration to punisii mcnnbi'is who 
dure to oppose it, through tlie constituen- 
cies they rojireRent, seems tolerably clear 
from a paragraph which appeared in yes- 
terday's issue of the organ, and which was 
inspired by a Jlinister. There tho ])viii- 
ciple is laid down that an important Dis- 

ff trict has been cut off with a miserable 
pittance, and then robbed of one-half of 
that pittance because its representative 
has dared io o])i)Of:a Ihe Ministni! This is 
tiiojdoctrino of the aolf-stylad peo])lo'3 
Government; and it is boldly proclaimed 
in its organ! This is the patent principle 
upon which the affairs of tho country are 
to ba odminiateted! Talk about Responsi- 
ble Qovernmenfc and the Independence of 
Parliament after that! 



An Important Matter. 

At! Ottawa contemporary, likoly to be 
well informed, attaches iin{>ortaiice toaru- 
mor that tho present session of tho Domin- 
ion Parliament will bo broughttoa speedy 
conclusion, in order that tho Government 
may enter upon the work of revising or 
leoon.structiug the financial basis of the 
constitution. It appears that tho neces- 
sity for such a step has been forced ni)on 
the Government by tlio ngitation for 
"bettor terms." As tho readur is aware, 
tho financial bafjis, in so far as Nova 
Scotia is concerned, has already been ro- 
modellod, and at this moment there aro 
demands from both New Brunswick and 
Manitoba. It would bo idle to hopo that 
lUKili doniands if, acceded to, would slop 
there; and, if not accodod to, chronic dis- 
content might ho tho result. Indeed, it 
has been very plainly intimated, that 
Quebec conceives harself entitled to 
better terms; and it is not very likoly that 
Ontario, the largest contributor to the 
Federal chest, would bo content to hoc all 
tho other Provinces obtainingconoessions 
which would materially afl'oct her own 
financial rolatioua without presenting 
her claim to consideration. In short, t!ie 
question of "better terms" seems to lia\ e 
reaihed that point at which it can only ho 
dealt with, in justice to all parties.

On tlii3 lnt inst., in ro|dying to at- 
tacsks UKulo upon bin liniiui.'ial policy, the 
Hon. Mr. Tilley (di3sod his remarks with 
tho statement that ho would set at rest tho 
anxiety of tho hon. loader of the Opposi- 
tion upon the question of Bettor Terms 
by tho assurance that before nip.,'iydiystl;o 
House would botakon into thooonliidonco 
of tlio Governniont with respect to that 
matter. All things considered, it would 
seem both ])r(d)al)lo and desirable that 
the Government should adopt tho course 
pointed out. It voald be tho most manly 
and Btato'smanlike mode of meeting nnd 
finally disposing of a growing difficulty.

Eeferring to tho trial of strength in the 
IlouHOof Commons, on the 2iid inst,, tho 
Ottawa correspondent of tho Toranto iftnV 

sayn:— 

' Things took ft most unexpected turn 

this aftt;i'noon, when instead of a week's 
debate, as had been looked for by tho pub- 
lic, !Mr. Hiuitiiigtou's motion was dispo.H- 
ed of by an immediate vote without :niy 
debate. The little importance attached 
by tho Commons to thatgeutleiuau's state- 
ments will flatten out on next Friday's 
debate in tho Senate whon the Maepheii- 
son resolutions came u]), A more total 
coUapso was never witnessed tlian tho 
ignominious rout of tho Grits who liad all 
the morning been jubilant over tlio terri- 
ble disclosures that wore to bo made. All 
this promised revelation of Ministerial 
wickedness, it now turns out, had refer- 
enc o to some propositions made to tho 
Americans by Sir Hugh Allan mouths be- 
fore tlio Goveriirient graiitoil a charter to 
the largo and iiitliKuitial eom])any of 
which ho iiapiiens to lio ono of tho mom- 
liers. The tempest in the tea jjot has 
blown over, nnti the Grits have learned 
that the House of Commons is not a 
court constituted for tho special indict- 
ment of Sir Hugh .■VUaii. 'i'ho quostion 
everybody asl;ed his neighbor, when tho 
numbers wei-i- announced was, why tho 
Opposition liiul adopted so sniiudal a 
course. * * * ' * * * No small 
oiuusoment was caused by the presence in 
the gallery of a loading "Toronto journalist 
who had comedown to assist in tho for- 
mation of the now CJovornment, but ho 
will fail to make ex]>onacB this journey. 
The exeitemiMit prevailing this evening is 
intense, and many w!io voted to-day with 
tho Opposition openly declare that their 
last vote ou that side was given to-day. 
It is only fair to state that Mr. Tilley's 
brilliant statement on tho preceding day 
had much to do with tho temper of tho 
House. The bolt i.s shot and nobody has 
been hurt. The fuss in tho Senate is not 
likely to have miy graver consequences.

The same correspondent, a day later, 
says: 

A decided sensation was caused this 
afternoon in the Houso, by one of those 
powerful bursts of eloquence for which 
tho ^Minister of Customs is so famous, 
lie exposed in scathing terms the unpa- 
triotic policy pursued by tho Opposition 
with respect to our commercial relations 
with the Anioricaus, and showed that their 
policy had proventod still more liberal ar- 
rangements being made. 

Tho chagrin of the Opposition leaders 
was very conspicuous to-day. Both 
Messrs. Blake and Mackeniiie spoke in 
the Houso with a bitterness that failed 
to hide their mortification. Sir John's 
exposure of Mr. Blake's insolent loss of 
toin))cr in tiio Election Committee was 
thorough and was instantl.y accepted by 
tho House, with which the short-temper- 
ed Chancerv lawyer is not a favorite.

The Modoc War. 

Yreka, April 17.— Mr. Costollo,as))ocial 
courier, arrived at noon, having lufi head- 
qunrtors at tho lava bod at niui; o'idock 
last night, with news of yos'.enlay's •,, ork. 
Last(!vening the JJodocs had a lug lire in 
their camp, and JIajor Thomas uropiied 
a shell diraotly into it, jn'ovoking a Iran- 
tic war-whoop and a Euddeii extinguish- 
ing of tho fire. Another shell was dropped 
iu tho Hame locality, followed by yells' (;f 
pain and dismay. Tho Modocs" tlnm ap- 
penrcil and challenged the soldiers to 
come out and light. Aiiotlier shell was 
tho an»wor, and thoy were driven back. 
At •! a.m., after another fight, tlie Modocs 
gave up an attempt to break through the 
lines and retired, it was thouglit to their 
lair, Rcattoring shots only being lired at 
men who attempted to advance iiijou tlie-m. 
C(donel (.Troon's coinmaiid moved tnrwai d 
from the position g.Mued alTuesday noon, 
and aoon thoy oeeupicMl the riil^e next to 
•lack's camp. Coloael Mason then moved 
his right forward us rajiidly as i)ossible to 
form a juiK^tion with Green'.? loft, thus 
cutting tho Modocs off from tho lake and 
from their only source of water supply. 
This junction was elTeeted about nouu. 

.\t It a.m.. tho teri'ibli.- tiro had just ceas- 
ed when the Modocstried tobreak through 
to tho lake. The intention is to keep the 
lino, and prevent them from getting wa- 
ter. There will bo more severe fighting 
before tho works aro carried. It is almost 
impossible to see an Indian. 

Costello saj's the blaze of musketry tir- 
ing along thehtkc shore aliont tlir time of 
his lioparturo last night, war, terrilieally 
grand to look at, reminding him of prai- 
rie fires in early western times. He learn- 
ed of twenty-four casualties, — five killed 
and nineteen wounded — somo onlv slight- 
ly- 

Tho V7arm Spring Inilians fought like 
hcrooB, skullcing uiion the foe, ever ready 
to take and hold any advantage. One of 
their number was killed. 



UST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

Up-Country 

Yalx, April 21 — Wo havo with sorrow- 
to forward you sad intelligence of the 
death of '?ho8. R. Buie, Esq., yesterday 
evening at 8 50, tit the resiileiu-e of Mr. 
MoMicking, of Yale. Deceased had bee-n 
sufl'eriug since November from a severe 
attack of cold, which settled into coiigt;s- 
tion of the lungs, and whieii was much 
aggravated by a severe cold caughttwo or 
three weeks ago, and brought him to u 
very exhausted condition. Tho doctor's 
opinion is that his death was hastened by 
trsvelling from Lytton to this placo. For 
BOiiio 5 or days before his deatli ho had 
been nnabl** to reclino or otherwise rest 
himself or could scarcely eat any nourish- 
ing food. On the day of his death ho 
seemed to feel much easier, and the last 
three hours of his life wore spent in 
sleep from which ho never awoke.

Sconohin nnd Scar-faced Charley 
aro killed. Fifteen Indiana crot betue.-ii 
tho troops in tho field and tho camp and 
killed, scalped and horribly iiiulilaleil 
Eugene Hovey of Yreka; then took four 
horses and ono mule and left for the 
mountains. Our loss in troops is four 
killed and eleven wounded. I 
Moa(!ham is improTing, Ir 
Warm Sjiring Indians were fn-.-it in the 
lava beds, and killed and .scalped all the 
wounded they could find. 

Later — Hover was' murdered yesterday 
at noon, a mile and a half this sido the 
peace tent, by a party often Indians. His 
horses w-oro stolen. Hendricks brought 
the bod.v to IJall's. 

.'\Iesn(!ngers w'»re w-arning tho settlers. 
The oxL'itemont is intense. Teams are 
stopped and many horses are stilV-ring 
from the opizoolic on the road, liuek- 
niaster passed tho courier, wlio left the 
lava bed yesterday morning with tha re- 
gular Qorernment mail antl dispatches, 
who is oipnctotl within an hour. 

YiiEKA, April I'J — Indians of Klamath 
and Salmon seem fully po-iti.'d in tlij 
Modoc war---eveu more than the whites. 
It is evident that Medoc runners ha\o 
visited al) tho tribes of Northern C-ilifor- 
nia and Southern Oregon. 

From a reliable gentleman who has 
been through tho lava country, we learn 
that there ia a largo cavo six miles from 
tho lato Modoo stronghold, in a hoiith- 
eaaterly oourae — the very direction t.dien 
by the Indians. Thiscav'^ will bo harder 
to approach, and will protect much better 
from shells, and is, amply supiilied with 
wood and food foranimivls; but is, aooord- 
ing to his i-ecollcction, nearly half a mile 
from water. Between those places, there 
are a great many lesser cavoriis and o ro vi- 
ces, but no water. .\ circutt of thirty or 
forty miles would, ho thinks, havo to bo 
made to take guns and supplies to the 
new stronghold which the rasoals now 
almost entirely ocoupy, or tho remnant 
which Buoceoilod in reaching it. Thoy 
are bolioYOil to bo running slua-t of pro- 
visiouH iviid iimmuiiition, and to bo muoh 
domeralized.
